McDonald’s announcement yes­ 
terday followed angry dem ands, 
calling for the ouster of the un­ 
ion’s dues protest group, a faction 
led by Donald C. Rarick, a Pitts­ 
burgh grievance committeeman, 


McDonald, rising to address ap­ 
proximately 1,000 members of the 
Chicago district conference, out­ 
lined new 
benefits planned for 
m em bers. 


At the top of the list was a fund 
from which union m em bers’ chil­ 
dren will be able to borrow to help 
pay college expenses. McDonald 
said the fund will be stated off 
with one million dollars. 
“ Is that progressive’’” the white- 
haired McDonald asked when the 
applause stopped. 
Other beneiits being planned, ac­ 
cording to McDonald, include: tel­ 
evision and radio shows to keep 
steelworkers informed about union 
activities and life after-retirement 
programs for union members.
